DEW’S CAREER. 


Crippen's Captor Retires After Twen- 
ty-Five Years on the Force. 


A London despatch says: As bm 
already been made public, Chief In- 
spector Dew, the man who raced 
across the ocean to capture Crippen, 
the principal detective figure in te 
luiportant criminal cases in the las 
twerty-live years, is to retire frow 
Scotland Yard on Dee. 5. 

“I have had nearly twenty-nite. 
years of it, and that’s enough for @ 
young man,” de said. “But 1 feel 
lar two young to give up work alte 
gether, and after my retireme@t | 
thall start as a private enquiry agent, 
| am not resigning in consequence of 
any attacks that were made on me in 
certain quarters at the beginning of 
tue Crippen case.” 

Chief tuspector Dew is only torty 
seveu years old. He was barely uine- 
tween when he joined the Metropoiutan 
Police Force, where he won early pro 
motion. 

He was one of the detectives in 
vestigatiug the series of Jack the Rip 
per crimes, and it was for his energy 
in this work that he was given the 
rank of detective sergeant. He rose 
rapidly, and became inspector at Bow 
street, which led to his gaining the 
post of chiet inspector four years ago 
in succession to Mr. Froest, 

His career has been one long, ad 
venturous criminal hunt, and it 1s 
hoteworthy that though he had to 
deal with many dangerous meu he 
uever carried a revolver until the hunt 
alter Crippen, and has oniy used 
uaudeuffs about three times. 

\inong the people he arrested re 
ceiitiy are:— 

Miss Robinson and Miss Hamilton, 
Withesses in the Druce case. 

“Harry the Valet,” the expert jewel 
thief, who stole $100,000 worth of jew- 
els from the Duchess of Sutherland 

Conrad Harms, the bank swindler 

Dr. Crippen. 

These are only the more striking

Dew, entrusted with some special in- 

quiries for the War Otiice, with re 

gard to stolen cartridges, ran the 
tuief to earth.

| notice to secure the arrest of some 
international swindler. 

He has often said that, while it is 
imagined that detection of crime is 
now made easier by the use of tele 
grams and improved locomotion, the 
truth is that the work is far more dit 
ticult to-day. 

Criminals are better educated than 
they used to be, the means of escape 
are much easier, and there are ~ 
many ways by which a wanted man 
may cover up his tracks,

Winnipeg.—Savva Fedorenko 
free man.

There are just four 
delegates really in charge of the move- 
ment headed by Mr. Partridge, and 
behind them, secretly of course, 
stands Mr. Hill and his millions.” 

Delegates who are still here say 
the above is not true and that 
America or American capitalists have 
nothing to do with their trip. 

They are returning home far from 
satisfied with the replies Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier has given them regarding the 
| tariff, state owned elevators and other 
jissues affecting Western Canada. 


GERMANY INCREASES POWER 


Rushes Bill Through Present Reich- 
stag, Which Strengthens 
Forces 
Berlin.—Probably suspecting that 
the next Reichstag is not to be one 
which is to be handled very easily or 
be induced to look at matters from the 
Imperial Chancellor’s point of view, 
the government is using every effort 
to crowd the greatest number of im- 
portant bills through during the pres- 

ent session, 

The most vital of all government 
bills is the Quinquennial Army Bill, 
fixing the strength of the military 
establishment for the next five years, 
It is proposed to strengthen the strik- 
ing power of the army without in- 
creasing its personnel except to the 
jextent of a couple of hundred officers. 
An increase in the machine gun divi- 
sion, so that each infantry regiment 
will eventually be provided with its 
own battery, is the most interesting 
item in the bill. Borkum and Em- 
den are to be garrisoned with an ad- 
ditional artillery regiment, and new 
“serial stations,”’ are to be established 
on the Russian and French frontiers. 
The Imperial budget reveals the 
femiliar deficit, though this year’s, 
$24.250,000, is the smallest on record, 
It will be covered by the time-tried 
; recourse to a loan, despite the govern- 
ment’s promise that the notorious 
“finance reform’’ of 1909, which cost 
Prince Buelow his official head, had 
onee and for all obviated the neces- 
sity of future borrowing.

Regarding the Hudson’s bay rail- 
way Was a resolution that the railway 
and all terminal facilities should be 
constructed, owned and operated in 
perpetuity by the Dominion govern- 
ment under an independent commis- 
sion. 

A resolution that cheap and efficient 
machinery for the incorporation of co- 
operative societies be provided by the 
|government during the present ses- 
‘sion, also that the government acquire 
and operate under separate commis- 
!sion terminal elevators at the Pacifie 
coast and at Hudson's Bay when ne- 
cessary. 

A resolution that the government be 
‘urgently requested to erect necessary 
works and operate a modern and up 
to date method of exporting meat ani- 
mals by establishing a system for 
handling chilled meats 

Another final resolution pledged the 
farmers to promote the consolidation 
and spreading of farmers’ organiza- 
tions throughout Canada 

After listening for four hours to 
the resolutions, memorials and 
speeches, Sir Wilfrid Laurier rose to 
reply. He was greeted with cheers. 
He said he desired on behalf of the 
government and of parliament to ex- 
press his gratification at being asked 
to receive such a representative dele- 
gation, They had no doubt profited 
by the faets and views expressed, even 
if they «did not share them all. He 
{noted that while the delegation repre- 
sented all of the Dominion, it seemed 
to be the western spirit that prevailed. 
“We are,”’ he said, “prepared for the 
domination of the west at an early 
!date.” (Laughter). “The ideas of the 
west are inore advaneed and radical 
then the east, but of this we do not 
complain.”

STRATHMORE CENTRAL POINT, BUT MORE ACREAGE IS WANTED. MEETINGS OF 
FARMERS AND BOARD OF TRADE 


2 


The movement which is at present being promoted by Dr Max 
Wiedman for the establishment of a beet sugar factory and the 
growing of 3000 acres of beets in this district is one that is fraught 
with great possibilities for both farmers and townspeople—possibil- 
ities which as yet have hardly been realised. To begin with, 3e00 
acres of beets, with an average of 12 tons to the acre, which is about 
the usual average obtained in beet growing districts, will give 36,000 
tons of beets. These will be paid for at the rate of $5 per ton, which 
will make a gross return of $180,000 per annum for the farmer 
The expense of growing beets has been estimated by Mr R. B. 
Robson in an acco.apanying table at $20 per acre, which means 
$60,000 for the 3000 acres, lcaving a profit to the farming commun- 
ity of $120,000 per annum. In regard to the $20 per acre expense, 
only a small proportion of that will be borne by the farmer before 
selling his beets, as the company undertakes to supply labor and 
seed from the time of seeding (including seeding) deducting the 
expense from the price paid for the beets at the factory 

Then again, 700 men will be employed in building the factory 
and erecting the plant, and its operation will require a staff of from 
300 to 4oo men for four months of the year. The amount paid in 
wages to these men will be almost entirely spent in the district, and 
the farmer will thus be able to find a larger home market for his 
dairy products. The value of agricultural land is greatly increased 
by the proximity of a beet factory, and this benefit will also be 
reaped by the farmer. Beets are a surer crop than any of the 
grains, for once the crop gets past the thinning stage there is very 
remote danger of failure. Beets do notdetract frem, but rather 


enhance, the soil value, and several years of beet growing will 
remove all traces of alkali from the soil. The sandy nature of the 
soil in this district is stated by all who know anything about beet 
growing to make it ideal for that purpose 

In addition to the benefit to the farmer, the townspeople will 
benefit. This hardly requires any demonstration, and a reading of 
the report of the Board of Trade meeting will convince the most 
sceptical 

The conditions under which tte Company has been incorpor- 
ated are specially advantageous to the farmer. Al! he has to do is 
agree to grow the beets. In return he gets a $150 share for each 
acre he subscribes, and does not pay a cent for it. As the invested 
(or paid-up) shares cannot exceed the amount of the 
farmers’ shares, and the voting power of each is the same, and the 
farmers elect half the directors, it will be seen that, as one farmer 
has put it, he has the big end of the stick. This is a co-operative 
company, and the farmer has, if he so desires, the chance of buying 
out the common stock in ten per cent per annum instalments, and 
taking full control of the company

not the latest figures, he is still some way off it. There are a con- 
siderable number of farmers around Strathmore who have either not 
yet subscribed or who have only yet subscribed small quantities. 
The country within a five-mile radius of Strathmore is well settled, 
and if it puts in an amount proportionate to its population the 3000 
acres will be over-subcribed, and the factory will be built within 
easy hauling distance of their farms. Mr Robson and Mr B. F 


Emily have been doing yeoman service in this district during the 
last few days, and on Wednesday they got several hundred acres 
subscribed. They are farmers themselves, they have grown beets 
before, and are not working for money, but for the interests of the 
district. Mr Robson has had charge @f 10,000 acres of beets in 
Idaho and Utah, and three years ago he was among those who 
planted beets successtully near Gleichen. It is an interesting com- 
mentary on this that all the farmers who grew the 117 acres at 
Gleichen have offered to plant beets again and ship them to the 
Strathmore factory. Mr Robson states it as his experience that 
beet growing has always made for prosperous times throughout the 
community. It gives the farmer better returns with less risk than 
grain growing, and it leaves the ground in such condition that it 
will grow 15 bushels more wheat to the acre than it would previously 
Not only that, but when land has been planted for beet it is ina 
thorough condition for the planting of alfalfa 

Dr Wiedman has only a short time now to get his 3000 acres, 
and all the farmers in the district shou'd see that they are on his 
list for a good slice of acreaye. By doing so they are going to 
benefit themselves, and help the entire community to the greatest 
opportunity yet presented to this district, an opportunity which may 
never Occur again 

Dr Wiedman does not ask anyone to sign without thorough 
investigation of the whole business, and he or Messrs Robson or 
Emily will be only too pleased to answer and explain any points

Dr Wiedman, the promoter of 
the company, who was received 


with applause, said he was pleased 
to be at their meeting and see that 
they were forming a board of trade. 
Phere was no doubt that the factory 
would be very close to Strathmore, 
within a radius of 3'% miles, but he 
did not know if it would be possible 
to get sufficient water right at the 
town, At any rate it was no good 
to have the factory too close to a 
town, on account of the smoke and 
smell. There was no doubt the 
factory would be a great benefit to 
Strathmore, There would be 700 
people come in to work in connec- 
tion with the project, and some of 
them would remain permanently.

The 
people of Strathmore could help him 
greatly if they encouraged the farm- 
ers to grow beets, for there were 
some people going around who 
liked to discourage the farmer.

There was no risk in growing 
50 acres or of beets, for the 
company could supply the labor and 
seed. The loss, if there was any, 
would be borne by the company 

The company would be organized 
so that the farmers would not re- 
quire to pay in one cent unless they 
wanted to. There would be plenty 
of money without calling on the 
farmers. The factory would be 
ready to take up the 1911 crop 
without any of the farmers’ money. 
Some farmers had said to him that 
they would like to grow beets but 
did not want to hold stock; but if 
they did not hold stock they could 
not vote uor have representation on 
the company. It would not be 
legal to have one vote for each acre 
beets grown, but if they had shares 
they could have votes. There could 
not be any call made upon the 
farmers for money unless with their 
own consent. The position was: 
In this country there were people 
interested in getting a sugar beet 
factory. You tell the people with 
the money that you are willing to 
grow sugar beets; you stand toget- 
her and make the rules and condi- 
tions under which you are willing 
to grow. 

They would have the opportunity 
if they wished to buy back to per 
cent, of the common stock every 
year, 

Mr Hugo, a Calgary lawyer, who 
is legal adviser in the incorporation 
proceedings, answered a number of 
questions put as to the liability of 
the farmers. In the very unlikely 
event of liquidation, he said the 
assets of the company, that was the

they signed up for beets in expecta- 
tion of a railroad and the railroad 
was not built, Mr Wiedman said he 
could not ask any man to grow 
beets so far from Strathmore if there 
Was no railway, because it would be 
impossible to haul them that dis- 
tance at a profit As he had no 
connection with the C.PR., he 
could not promise them anything in 
the way of a railroad, but he had a 
reasonable assurance from the heads 
of the company in Calgary that if 
the tarmers would subscribe suffi- 
cient beets the railroad would be 
built. If the railroad did not come 
they wou'd not be asked to grow 
the beets, but as he said if they sub- 
scribed wellin that section there 
was every probability they would 
get the railroad. At present (Sat- 
urday, Dec. 17) there were 1400 
acres subscribed north of Strath- 
more, 439 south of Strathmore, and 
80 at Namaka. Mr Sorensen and 
Mr Longhi were each taking 150 
acres. He wouid like to see the 
farmers south of Strathmore taking 
more acreage.

Text of the Lesson, Luke ii, 6-20. 
| Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden 
Text, Luke ii, !i—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns.. 


As the review suggested for today 
is wholly concerning some events in 
the last week of His earthly sojourn, 
His death and His resurrection, we 
eannot do better than to take the 
Christmas lesson suggested, as He 
was made of a woman, made under 
the law, to redeem them that were 
junder the law (Gal. iv, 4, 5). This 
was all in the fullness of time, and 
when another fullness of time shall 
have come He will come again to ful- 
fill all that is written of His kingdom 
and glory as literally as at His first 
coming He fulfilled all that was writ- 
ten of His humiliation. All nations 
will be moved as far as need be to 
bring about the events connected with 
His return, as at the first Caesar was 
moved, he knew not why, to decree 
that all the world should be enrolled. 
A Jewish decree would require only 
the men to go (Ex. xxiii, 17), but it is 
evident that the Roman decree re- 
quired women as well as men. Had 
He been put to death by the Jews it 
would have been by stoning, but the 
prediction required crucifixion (Ps. 
xxii, 16), and the Romans were in 
power at His death as well as at His 
birth, that all Scripture might be ful- 
filled. Dr. Pierson says that ‘all his- 
tory is His story,” and it must be 
true that all events in all nations are 
working out the eternal purpose which 
has been purposed in Christ Jesus, 

Doubtless many a Jewish woman 
coveted to be the one of whom Isa. 
vii, 14, snake, but it was reserved for 
this humble maiden of Nazareth to be 
thus honored. It had to be some one 
of the tribe of Judah, and the birth 
had to be in Bethlehem (Gen, xlix, 
10; Mie. v. 2). This had been decreed 
centuries before—yea, before the world 
was. So they came to Bethlehem, to 
the same city to which Ruth came 
with Naomi and where David after- 
ward kept his father’s sheep. But the 
guest chamber was not ready; there 
was no room for them in the inn. 
These words “inn” and “guest cham- 
ber” (verse 7 and xxii, 11) are the 
same words and, I think, used only in 
those two places, (Look it up. I have 
no Greek concordance at hand.) Can 
you truly say “There is room in my 
heart, Lord Jesus, room for Thee?” 

From the story of Hagar in Gen. xvi 
all the way to Rev. xxii, 16, how fas- 
cinating is the record of heavenly 
ministry hy those who hearken unto 


the voice of His word and do His 
pleasure (Ps. ciii, 20-21). How com- 
forting the assurance of Heb. i, 14,

| Father in heaven (Matt. xviii. 10), In 
our last lesson, on His resurrection, 
!T noticed (but, I think, did not write 
it) that He did not show Himself 
alike to the chief priests and to Pilate, 
but only to his own followers, who, 
as a rule, were the lowly ones of earth, 
So here the angels come, not to any 
great ones of earth, but to those who

steps of Abel, Jacob, Moses, David 
and others. TI often think of Zeph. 


iii, 12, “T will also leave in the midst 
of thee an afflicted and poor people, 
and they shall trust in the name of 
the Lord,” and also of Matt. v, 3, 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven.” 
How precious are the “fear nots” of 
angels and of the Lord from Genesis 
to Revelation! But they are only 
precious as we appropriate them and 
in them hear His voice to us individ 
ually. Does the saying ‘‘good tidings 
of great joy’ still hold good? If so, 
where are the joyful people who re. 
joice with joy unspeakable and live te 
make the tidings known to all people. 

Then hear the multitude of the 
heavenly host as they praise God and 
say, “Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will toward 
men” (verse 14). Note that “glory to 
God"’ must be first always, whether it 
be church or missionary work or indi- 
vidual services. The Lord alone must 
be exalted. We must ery, as the ser- 
aphim and cherubim do, “Holy, holy, 
holy is the Lord of Hosts!” ‘Holy, 
holy, holy, Lord God Almighty’’ (Isa. 
vi, 3: Rev. iv, 8). That will sink our 
society, denomination or church com- 
pletely out of sight if only the earth 
may be filled with His glory. All of- 
ferings, like those of the wise men, 
will then be unto Him rather than 
unto any particular work for the 
work’s sake. All our service and even 
our eating and drinking should be to 
the end that Ged may in all things be 
glorified through Jesus Christ (I Pet. 
iv, 11; I Cor. x, 31). The angels went 
away into heaven (verse 14). It 
sounds easy, but who can do it? Men 
are being honored by nations to lay if 
they can stay a few hours in the air 
and move from place to place. The 
shepherds unquestioningly believed 
the angels’ message, went and found 
as they had said and then made it 
known abroad, glorifying and praising 
God for all the things they hal heard 
and seen. The people wondered as 
they heard, but Mary kept all in’ her 
heart and pondered them. It is only 
as we keep in our hearts and ponder 
the things of God that we will be in 
any degree benefited.
